Chances of collecting full damages for an automobile 
accident in which you were the victim will increase to four 
to one in your favor after July 1, A. H. Henderson, Director 
of Motor Vehicles, said in radio address last night. 


A fter th at date, he explained, 
the new Motor Vehicle Financial 
Responsibility Law becomes ope­ 
rative. It requires persons driving 
in California to be prepared to 
pay for their traffic accidents or 
get off the highways. 


CHANCES ARE ONLY one in 
three at present th at you would 
be able to collect on any accident 
d a m a g e judgm ent, Henderson 
said. 
His speech opened a six weeks 
campaign to acquaint the people 
of California to th eir responsibili­ 
ties under the new law. 
At th e conclusion of th e educa­ 
tional campaign. H enderson said, 
ignorance will not be accepted as 
an excuse for violating th e law. 
He em phasized th at the law ap­ 
plies 
directly 
to 
operators 
or 
drivers of m otor vehicles. Own- 


your report, and the reports of 
others involved how m uch dam ­ 
age resulted.

As a delegate to th e R otary 
International Convention at Rio 
the feeling of responsibility to 
my fellow Rotarians prom pts m e 
to relate some of the incidents of 
the trip as w ell as such actions 
as takes place at the convention.

Speaking of m onum ents, the one 
erected in Springfield. 111., to A b­ 
raham Lincoln by the state of Il­ 
linois is a m arvel of beauty. In its 
m arble corridors rests the re ­ 
mains of Lincoln and his family. 
Two of the sons died at a very 
early age. 
New York, the last stop, was 
busily taken up with such shows 
as are m usts when one is there.

Ken G uernsey, 
the President of R otary Interna­ 
tional and his family are aboard 
together w ith R otarians from a l­ 
most every state, as w ell as some 
from foreign countries. They are 
a line bunch and there is much 
singing and dancing and talking. 


AFTER A FEW DAYS we en ­ 
tered the C aribbean and sailed 
over spots w here in the old days

Our first stop was at St. Thom ­ 
as, one of the Virgin Islands, now 
owned by the U. S. It is a clim b­ 
ing town.
